Somenos, June S. — l Special. I — Several 
of the daily papers state positively that 
the late .Mr. Koenig of Shuwiiignn Lake 
hotel committed suicide. la considera- 
tion for the feelings of his widow and 
.young children, the public .ought to know 
that the following verdict was brought 
in: "We, the jurors empaneled to on- 
Hiiirc into the death of George Koenig, 
of Shawnigan Lake, B. C, find that he 
was net identally drowned while bathing 
in Shawnigan Lake." 

The jurors were unanimous and un- 
hesitating in arriving at their verdict, 
and the coroner <|!lite agreed with their 
lindiiig. Briefly, the evidence brought 
nut tno following fads: At limes Mr. 
Koenig suffered excruciating pain from 
his illness, but on Thursday night he 
was feeling well nnd was in excellent 
spirits, h is true that a note was found 
which indicated an intention to end his 
sufferings, but this note was pushed away 
among some other pa pera as if forgotten, 
and but for a mere chance, might not 
have been found for days. It was un- 
dated, and bore evidence in its somewhat 
frayed and soiled condition of having 
been in existence for sometime, prob- 
ably carried around In the pocket until 
■quite overlooked. Against this very 
doubtful testimony of the note, there 
were the facts that Mr. Koenig bathed 
regularly, his clothes were placed on a 
log with his towel and soap beside them.

1!(H) passengers on board. A Frenchman 
who was alleged to have been a stow- 
away was the victim. The Yukon was 
vi ry low, and the river steamers were 
having ditliculty to get up to White 
Horse, some of them baring landed their 
passengers at Lake Lebarge, whence 
they were transported to the bea.d of 
the Yukon waterways where they board- 
ed the train. The outward travel was 
very light though, and but three pas- 
sengers arrived by the Amur. 

The steamer Clifford Sifton had n nar- 
row escape from being destroyed by 
tire before she started out from her 
winter quarters nt Ilootnliuqun. The 
Are originated in an unknown manner, 
and destroyed tho glory boJe 'before it 
was extinguished.

Cemetery Committee Recom- 
mend Drastic Changes In 
Care of Grave Plots. 



The City council met last ovening, His 
Worship Mayor lluywaril presiding, ami 
all the aldermen being present. 

The minutes of the two previous meet- 
ing were adopted as read. 

Communications were then read as 

f °From Prank I. Clarke, of the Tour- 
ists' Association, recommending that 
Hie City have guide posts placed upon 
the streets directing visitors to the vari- 
ous points of interest and beauty. Re- 
ferred. , ,, 

From D. Leeming, secretary <>f the 
Coronation Day celebration committee, 
enclosing the resolution of that body, 
nsking that the council donate $l,OOU to 
that event. Aid. Yates moved that the 
rimmce committee bo recommended to 
make this grant. Aid. Cameron asked 
where the money was to come from, as 
the revenue would not already meet the 
expenditure of this year. Aid. McCand- 
l.-ss reminded the council that before 
1be Twenty-Fourth it bad been under- 
stood that the city had only one $1,000 
for such a purpose and that had already 
been met. His Worship pointed out 
that possibly too much stress bad been 
(riven to this $25,000 question. Hie 
citizens might readily think that it was 
duo to the extravagance of the council, 
whereas the $25,000 was made up of 
Point Ellice bridge claims, the new 
High school, etc. Tho motiou wns then 
tarried. _. . 

Prom Moore & Whittington, offering 
$100 towards the sewer extension on 
George struct, as requested by tlie coun- 
cil. Filed, the work to be forthwith 
provided for. , 

From .T. E. rainier, complaining of 
the rough state of the foot of Yates 
'street. Referred. 

Etank Page, secretary of the police 
commissioners, regretliug that they can- 
not sec their way to reduce their esti- 
mate. Filed. 

Ruther Wilson, on behalf of Knox 
church, Stanley avenue, asking for some 
improvements to the adjoining roads. 
Referred. 

Joliu Ulegg, asking that the electric' 
light pole at the corner of Pandora and 
Chambers street be moved. Referred, 
with power to act. 

From Edith Le Niven, asking a sec- 
ond time for a sewer connection with 
her house. Referred. 

From James Ritchie, enclosing a doc- 
tor's bill for $1(M), which had been in- 
curred through his wife's fall on a piece 
of defective sidewalk. Referred. 
PETITIONS. 

A. AY. Jones and others asked for 
permission to connect some septic tanks 
with surface drains. Referred. 

Mr. (!. Moss and others asked for a 
plank walk on Elford street. Referred. 

Fred. Plows called attention to bad 
ditch on Seventh street and King's road. 
Filed, work at present in hand. 

Win. T. Hardaker and other auction- 
eers regarding the amount of the li- 
cense charged them, which they desired 
to have placed at the same rate as 
other traders. Piled. 

REPORTS. 

The city encineer reported the cost of 
a box drain asked by J. S. Byrn for 
Niagara street at $00; a sewer asked by 
Geo. Russell for Michigan street at sr.ii; 
that the improvements asked by D. II. 
Bole and others for Leightoi) road 
would cost $050. The report also re- 
commended that one of the city horses 
be disposed of and replaced. The re- 
port was referred, the two tirst items 
being recommended to be proceeded 
with forthwith. 

The Firewardens asked the city to 
purchase three shut-off nozzles. Adopt- 
ed. 

The special committee appointed for 
that purpose reported in favor of the 
petition of the Machinery Depot 
for permission to construct a marine 
railway slip in the upper harbor, the 
like petition by Andrew Gray was stood 
evr until his plans be tiled. Adopted. 

Tho finance committee recommended 
n lot of accounts for payment, the total 
amount being $12,400.54, and for the 
Government street paving, $13,528.50 
and $8,2511.08. and for the High school 
another $5,000. The purchasing agent 
was then instructed to purchase the ne- 
cessary 200 bari-Hs of asphalt at $20 a 
ton, from the Alestraz Asphalt Caving 
company, of Seattle, for the Govern- 
ment street work. 

The Cemetery committee reported 
that (',. (i. Hngshaw had failed to sub- 
stantiate the charges which his publish- 
ed statement had made against the 
cemetery caretaker, and the Cemetery 
committee itself. Tins brought Aid, 
Yates to his feci, and he told of a lot of 
financial troubles between the caretaker 
and the gardeners. These were discuss- 
ed at length, and finally the report was 
adopted. 

A secondary report of this committee 
recommended that the city take over 
the whole work. At present some $510 
a month was spent in taking care of 
about 400 graves, and it was held that 
:f this were systematically expended 
far better general results could be ob- 
tained. After some debate this report 
was stood over. 

MOTIONS. 
Aid. Barnard's motion for the clean- 
ing of the streets was then taken up, its 
mover complaining that the work is not 
always finished up until late in the 
morning. Merchants, too, swept out 
their premises onto the public streets, 
which should bo stopped at once. It 
might he necessary to have more men 
put on, or else to re-arrange the hours 
of this work. Aid, Cameron wanted 
the sign question included in this mo- 
tion. The motion itself was then car- 
ried. 

On motion of Aid. Grahame a commit- 
tee consisting of Aid. Grahame, \Vor- 
tbington and Vincent were appointed to 
interview the government regarding the 
moving back of the pavement in front 



of the Court house (south side) so that 
Bastion street be widened. 

A committee was also appointed, con- 
sisting of the Legislative committee and 
Aid. Cameron, to take charge of tin 
question of a city charter for Victoria, 
in accordance rfiih Aid. Barnard's mo- 
tion of the preceding week. 

The council then adjourned.

Mr. McBride argued that the com- 
pany might use nil kinds of old ma- 
terials and build a third-class road. He 
argued that the company should be

Hon. Mr. Eberts said Mr. MeBride's 
nnd -Air. MePhillips' object in moving 
the amendment was to defeat the bill 
by making impossible conditions, which 
no company could accept. Mr. McPhil- 
lips bad used the ease of the C. P. It. 
ami bad read from t ne Dominion stat- 
ute, which showed that the 0. P. H. had 
been bound to construct a road up to the 
standard of the Union Pacific tit the 
lime of its construction. Surely hon. 
members would not seriously argue that 
uny rnilwny company would build an 
inferior road. Such a policy would mean 
utter failure, as such a road could not 
compete with its rivals. I 

Mr. flouston cited the eases of sever- 
al railways, which had been equinped 
In the first place with wooden trestles, 
but which now had steel bridges ami 
were continually spending large sums 
in improvement--. 

Mr. Mall said it would be very un- 
fair to as|< ;he company to perfect the 
road in the lirst inst an. -e. Every rail- 
way had t i straighten curves niid put 
In permanent bridges as soon as it pos- 
sibly could, and it most be remembered 
thai the lirsl location of a road was 
very often changed, in order to shorten 
I he mileage or secure n better grade, 
work which ii would be impossible to 

do in the lirst place. It st led to him 

that ..Mr. McPhillips was attemptim: 
to burk the bill and prevent Victoria 
I mm having a railway. 
The amendment was defeated.
